Tho crulter seamed out in all haste aod 
searched tho sea in vain. With helpless 
tage tho ship waa turned homeward at last, 
and some weeks afterward her officera had 
a tiny time in Viadivestok trying to explain 
not merely what had become of the prize, 
but what had become of tho ten good 
sailore.of the Czar.

THE BATTLE Of KINCHAU. 


Stubborn Fighting by Japanese. 


A Brilliant Fiuol Charge. 


The following detnila of the battle of 
South Hill as reported by Genorsl Oku 
have been published by the Imporial Hond- 
quarters, Tokyo. 

The Army Corps, having completed the 

reparations for the attack on the enemy 
by the 25th inet., comnencod operations 
at midnight, and advanced towarda tho 
South full of Kinchau, the Fourth ((vaka) 
Division forming the right wing, the First 
(okyo) Division the it wing and the 

hird (Nagoya) Division the central 
column. The aight was extromely dark 
with « kuavy thunderstorm, and nothing 
could hereen, which made marching very 
difficult. At4 a.m. a flying column was 
sent Lo accupy the city of Kinchau. which 
wae dona, 

The arillers was to hav o opuncd fire 
at 4.30 ain. on the 26th, but owing to the 
dense fog prevailing, this was deferred by 
one hour, At 6.30 the whole force of 
artillery under the command of Major- 
General Uchiyama commenced firing 
against South Hill, From, 6 a.m. four 
vessela from tho Imperial Fleet, which 
took up aporition in Kinchau Bay, assisted 
the army in shelling the enemy, who 
responded with the whole of their artiller 
on U6 forts, and severs fighting ensued. 
Tn about threo hours, however, the enomy’ 
fire grontly abated, thas giving the oppar- 
tunity tour infantry, who advanced and 
appronched to within abuut 800 to 550 
metres of the enemy's firat lino of do- 
fence in Inco of their firs, but the troopy 
had to halt several tines hofore reach- 
ing thoir goal, By 11 a.m. the enemy's 
una at Roten were nll silenced by the 
re of our artillery, and about two 
batteries of their quick-firing field guns 
soon retroated to Nankwunlien, from where 
they continued to fire upon us at intervals 
to the end of the battle, About 10 a.m. a 
Russian qun-boat appeared on the cast of 
the fort on Washo Island in Dalny Bay, 
and fired nt the rear of the left flunk of the 
Third Division, A landing party from the 
gun-boat attempted to lund in five steam 
launches in the vicinity of Kodogai, but a 
contingent of our troops having been rent 
ty oppose this, the Russians returned to 
their ship. Four 9 cm, guns nt Daiboshin 
continued to fire at the Third Division till 
about 7 p&u. The artillery of our loft 
wing ongaged these ours, but owing to the 
gront range out fire had not full effect. 

Tho enomy’s position on South Hill was 
n precipitous elevation, and wns very 
strongly defended. A sort of half perman- 
ent fortress was constructed and mounted 
with about 70 guns of all sizea in addition 
tb eight machine gunr, all surrounded by 
strong earthworks, protected with covors for 
infantry fire. To the front of the position 
were mines and barbed wire, a large num- 
bor of machine ans occupying the interven 
voning space botween tho mine 

Our artillery exerted thoma tw the 
utmost to destroy these defence works and 
moved their position. several times, ap- 
.proaohing nearer to tho enemy and as- 
sisting tho infantry in thoir advance. 
The enemy made auch a stubborn 
resintance that the situation —_re- 
mained unchanged till 6 p.m., and there 
wna yot no opportunity for an infantry 
charge. The Third Division, forming our 
left wing, was surrounded by’ tho enemy's 
infantry, who gradually increasod in front 
of our loft dank assisted by two batterios 
of artillery at Nankwaulign, Tho left 
‘flank of tho Third Division was” bard 
“preased, aud by this timo the ammunition 
of our artillery was becoming so scarce 
that'fighting could not te continued much 
longer. Such béing the case, the infantry 
was ordorod forward regardless of tho loss 
which might be suffered, and meantine 
tho artillory kept up a continuous hot firo, 
using up sll availablo smmnniton. The 
infantry of the First Division, in the 
highest spirits and with great valour, made a 
gallant hae @, but suffered yory sorious 
Toss by-the sharp-shooting and Hank fire of 
the enemy, being ultimitely compelled to 
halt, Happily at this moment the Squa- 
dron in Kinchau Bay ronowed their heavy 
fireon the loft flank of the onsmy, and cndea- 
youred to silehoo thir artillery, greatly as- 
sisting our Fourth Artillory Regiment. The 
whole of tha Fourth Division seived ‘this 

opportunity to press hod on the left flank of 
tho enomy; and advanced on to their posi- 
tion on the elevation, thile the. First and 
Third Divisions followed and forced their 
way to the forts,’ Passing over bodies of dead 
and wounded which lay in congiderablo 
nambor. ‘They, engaged tho enemy ot 
close querters, bayonet to bayonet, end at 
length, forced: the Russians. to retreat, 
oceupying the Hill and planting the nation- 
: al colours ‘on avery fort, It was then a 
little past 7 p.m. e Russians ‘retreatod 
in disorder in the dixpetion of Porb Arthar, 
but bofore leaving the position ‘exploded 

tho porder rangazind at’ Daiboshio. - A 
_ portion of the Army Corps and our ttillery 

went in purquit of tho rotrenting forces.

‘Tho strength of the Russians was about

and Port Arthur, and it appente that their 
defensive ‘works were being much atrenge 
thened, ‘Their casnaltia cannot be as- 
certained, but counting only the bodica of 
tho doad Jeft on the fie |, these numbor no 
fewer than 500.

TROUBLE ON CANTON 
“RAILWAY. 


COOLIES ATTACK 
RUROPEANS, 

Stones and Mud Used. 
Boy Shot With a Revolver. . 
(From Our Own’ Corrapondent). 

, Caxton, June 7. 

On several occasions no¥ the coolies 
employed on the railway conatruction 
worka here, have, for various reasons, 
shown a disposition to maltroat,- if not 
tourdor, the Huropean Enginoers in chargo 
of the line, Not long ago they succeeded 
in burning sportion of the Engineers’ 
property, andbut day or two ago they 
made 5 second attempt to indict loss and 
bodily karm upon: thom. 

The gang of coolies responsible for this 
disturbance are‘all antiforcign to a degreo, 
and it ia supposed that their feelings in 
that direction more than anything elso 
prompted them to attack the Europeans. 

Anning thonselves with stones and olods 
of mud they visited a houso at Sinam, 
which was occupied by British and Ameri 
can engineora, and commenced to bombard 
it. The Engincors wero at dinner at tho 
time, and not being able to rouse the police 
guard—it being, as usual, away——they 
cndeavoured to disperse the mob by 
showering wator upon them. 

The attempt proved futile, and the 
cuolies redoubled theif efforts and thoir 
numbors, Stones rattled furiously on tho 
roof and against the doors of the house, 
and for a time things assumed a serious 
aspect, 

Tt was necessary that something should 
be done to stop the onslaught, and one of 
the engineers, with the object of frighten. 
ing the asanilints, took'his revolver and 
firod it ont of one of the side-windowa of 
ths house, Unfortunately tho bullet struck 
the water of a pond near by, and ricochet- 
ing therefrom buried itself in the neck of s 
native boy, who was standing on the othor 
aide of the water. The boy dropped te tho 
ground and diod almost instantancously. 

Upon hearing the detonationa of the 
weapun, and gocing the boy fall, the natives 
became scared and ceased their bom- 
bardmont. The lull was only temporary, 
however, tor after-finding that the boy had 
beon killed they returned to the assault in 
increased nombers simply mining stones 
and other missles ,upon tho barricaded 
house. Subsequently they wore dispersed 
by the appearance of reinforcements for 
tho boleagured men, but thera are still 
signs of a further outbreak. 

Tho case is being investigated hy the 
American Consul-Genoral, and the coolies 
aro ondesvouring to prove that the killing 
of the boy wns intentional, Peaceable 
natives who witnessed the whole affair, 
aver, “however, that the fatality was 
accidental, aa the boy was fully five hun- 
dred feet or more awny from the acene of 
the riot,

way outhoritics in clearing out all undesir. 
ables, They ure endeavouring to weed out 
all the useless hands, and aro retaining 
only those of experience, 

A determinal effort, too, is being mada 
to yet rid of all the undesirables who have 
infested Shokwaitong, Five Eyo, and other 
voints along the linc. Whenever found 
they are ordered to move, and are taken to 
Canton and shipped to Hongkong, whero 
they will probably swell the 
population.

THE TIBET MISSION. 


A Village Taken. 


Gyongtxe, May 16.— This morning the 
garrison mado a most arccessful sortic 
against an advanced position in a smnll 
village tuken up by the enamy*nat 600 
yards from the camp. Two companies of 
Sikhs and Gurkhas were disposed by Major 
Murray on three sides of tho village -boforo 
dawn. The enemy in tho fort discovered 
tho presanco of tho troops just as the light 
waa breaking. Thwy opened ao tremendous 
fusillade, andthe whole fort was outlined 
in fire like an illumination. Our men, not 
withstanding the tire, closed on the village, 
the main door of which was found to bo 
barricnded. Our Gurkbas-gtrove in vain to 
break open the door with thoir rifle butte, 
whilo a hail of, missiles and stones poured 
on them from the roof. Lieutenant Gor 
don, with six of the 32nd Pioncors, in » 
most gallant manner went to the door ant 
blew it open with gua-cotton. The enemy 
wore then expelled with heavy loss, Wo 
had only 4 mon wounded. 


Tho Post Guard Attacked. 


May 20.—-Yesterday afternoon the Tih 
tane, in spite of the lesson conveyed by tho 
capture of their advanced post, occupied 1 
sories of villages about two miles to our 
rear, blocking up the communications, A 
regular ambuicade was laid for 8 Mountoi 
Infantry who bring in the post daily at 
o'clock.
